couples were released from their 
marital bonds.

But his name became a synonym 
for a hangman, and by extension 
to a gallows or othey hoisting de- 
vice.

By July 1 production so far this 
year had already reached the 858, 
741 mark, leaving only 35,264 to 
be completed and puss the twelve 
month total of 1982, The rapid 
rate of manufacturing at the com 
pany’s twelve plants is attested to 
| by the fact that these 35,264 units 
more than the July total of last 


year were completed in only 15 
working days, 

On the basis of present sched 
ules, July production this year will 
compare favorably with that of 
May and will be the best July since 
1929 July production this year 
will be approximately 244 times 
the production of July, 1982, Mr. 
Knudsen also pointed out that pro 
duetion in every month of this 
year, with the exception of March, 
urpassed production in the same 
months of 1982.
